CONCERNING HE PEOPLE of the United States make their own 
THE SENATE’S financial and economic policies. Their repre- 
ATTITUDE. * sentatives and administrative officials do the work for 

them and under their supervision. As the directions 
of the people are carried out or ignored, these representatives are good or 
bad servants. What is the record of the people’s representatives in the 
matter of tariff-reduction? In March, 1887, President Cleveland put the 
tariff question squarely to the people. The people wanted the tariff 
reduced, but they wanted the Republican party to do it. Relying upon 
that party’s promises in the matter, they put a Republican into the 
Presidential chair in 1888. Then the Republican party went back on its 
word, and raised the tariff instead of reducing it. The people promptly 
resented this betrayal. At the next election the Congress that had saddled 
the country with the McKinley Bill was sent home. This declaration in 
favor of tariff-reduction was repeated and emphasized by the Presidential 
election of 1892. The people again put in power the party that stood 
pledged to tariff-reduction. 

* : * 

So far the Democratic House of Representatives has kept the pledges 
which the party gave to the people. It has laid itself open to some 
charges of tardiness and hesitancy, but it has done the work that it engaged 
todo. Other work had to be done before the consideration of a reduction of 
the tariff could be reached. That work has been done in its due and proper 
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order, and now the house has drafted, considered and accepted a bill for 
the reduction of the tariff. It has given a decent and reasonable time to 
its consideration; and, whatever criticism may be made as to the details 
of the measure, it is unquestionably what the Democratic party promised 
to give the people at the people’s demand: a bill for the reduction of the 
tariff. From the House of Representatives that bill must go to the Senate 
to receive the sanction of that body before it can reach the hands of the 
Democratic President who stands ready to sign it and thereby to make it a 
law. What will be the action of the Senate?

The prospects for its prompt and favorable consideration are not en- 
couraging, if we may judge from the record thus far made by this Senate 
in the matter of the Sherman Bill. Passed by the House of Representa- 
tives with gratifying promptness, the repeal measure was hung up in the 
Senate for many weeks. They were weeks of financial disaster. The 
benefits naturally to be expected from the repeal of the Sherman law were 
largely nullified by this senseless policy of delay. The growth to healthy 
financial conditions has, consequently, been slow. We have no wish to 
coudemn the Senate in advance for an equally iniquitous policy in dealing 
with the Wilson Bill; yet, it is only natural to expect such a policy. In 
the case of the Tariff Bill, as with the Silver Repeal.Bill, there is urgent need 
for prompt and decisive action. Industrial depression must continue to a 
great extent as long as there is any uncertainty about what this action will 
be. The wishes of the people in the matter have also been as distinctly ex- 
pressed as they were at the time of the frec-silver craze. The conditions 
will thus be seen to be favorable for an injurious policy of obstruction on 
the part of the Senate; that is, there is every good reason why it should 


not pursue such a policy.

This question, therefore, is now timely: If the Senate does adopt 
obstructive tactics, whom will it injure? Will it be simply hindering the 
advancement of the Democratic party? No; because the Senate has been 
charged to reduce the tariff by a body of the people much larger than the 
Democratic party. It will be betraying, then, that vast body of voters 
who, without regard to party affiliations, demanded a reduced tariff. The 
Senate will do well to ponder this fact. The betrayal of so impressive a 
majority of the people comes much nearer being a suicidal act than the 
betrayal of a mere party.

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FIRE IN THE FOG. 


HE London Fire Department is as much funnier than a goat, as a goat 
Eb funnier than an undertaker. It is the invention of a practical humor- 
ist known as Sir Eyre Shaw, who is also known to fame in another way. 
But this is a family paper. 

For what purpose it was invented is not known, though it occasionally 
goes to conflagrations, and presumably observes them with interest. 

Now I want to stop right here to say that the ensuing statements go 
out to the world with an affidavit behind each one if necessary. I know 


that they are the most preposterous lot of incredible facts that ever were

The plant of the London Fire 
Department consists of a small 
collection of red boxes on wheels, 
and a large number of overgrown 
ladders that pass for fire-escapes. 
Most of the red boxes squirt water 
by the aid of steam, I believe, but 
I am not sure, for the popular type 
of engine in England is the old- 
fashion hand-pump with four to 
six men on the handles. The sight 

of them brings tears to the eyes of a 

middle-aged American, as he thinks of 
his happy boyhood, and the days before

and «*Wash Her Down” and all the rest of the good old times. They are 
all right back there — those people in the fog. 

Well, as I say, I believe most of the London fire engines go by steam.

The fire-escapes stand around in various public places at night, and 
also in the daytime. Each one is in charge of a man, who, by the rules 
of the fire department, is strictly forbidden to operate the machine alone, 
one reason for this prohibition being that he could n’t do it if he 


wanted to. If this man, gazing around in the calm stillness 





of the night, happens to see a fire anywhere, or gets rumors of “~~@@ir- 


a blaze from passing citizens, he starts off after the policeman 
on his beat, shouting cheerily, ‘*’Ello, Bobby! ‘Ere! ’Ere!” 
When he has found the Bobby, and has got him to 
grasp the idea that it is a fire and not a deluge to which 
his attention is called —it is hard to make these subtle 
distinctions clear to a London policeman—they go back 
to the fire-escape, and the fireman having rung a fire- 
alarm which communicates with the nearest engine-house, 
ambles off with the fire-escape, assisted by the Bobby 
and such passers-by as may be pressed into the service, 
and proceeds to stack the machine up against the doomed 
house. The hours between twelve at night and six in Li 
the morning are considered particularly fine hours in Lib 
which to hunt for clear-minded and steady-gaited citizens. Vy 
Meanwhile the alarm is rung in the nearest fire-en- 
gine house. Here sits a fog-bound British fireman polish- 
ing the tall brass helmet which the genius of Sir Eyre Shaw 
has devised for the comfort of men working in high tempera- 
tures. Above, his companions sleep in separate rooms, dreaming 
sweet, foggy dreams. In the rear, around the corner, down an alleyway, 
is situated the stable. He can dimly hear the horses snoring. All is 
peace, all is calm. It seems too bad that any rude summons from the 
outer world should break in upon that abode of silence and slumber. 
But the alarm bursts upon the ear of the lone watcher. Rising, with 
a resigned sigh, he hangs his helmet on a peg, carefully puts away his box 
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of polishing-powder, not omitting to fold his flannel polishing rag neatly 

and in shipshape style. Why ‘‘shipshape,” you ask? You will see why, 

later on. 

Then he goes reluctantly to the annunciator at the rear of the build- 
ing, and he rings ’Awkins’s bell and Foker’s bell and Rubbles’s bell and 
*Iggins’s bell and Oxter’s beil; and he is about to press Biggles’s bell, when 
he says to himself: 

‘sNo, poor beggar, he was a-settin’ up 
last night with his bloomin’ twins. I ’ll let 
Biggles have his sleep out.” 

Well, ’Awkins and Foker and the rest 
of them come downstairs when they have 
finished dressing, and very pretty indeed 
they look in their nice red soldier clothes. 
Then they all pitch in like good fel- 
lows, and some of them light a fire 
and some of them go to the stables 
and unhitch the horses and lead them 
around to the engine-house and put 
them to the pole and harness them = _ 2 
up; and then, when all the straps 
are pulled tight, and everything is 
shipshape, the foreman opens the 
tool-box at the back of the engine and 
examines the contents and says: 

««’Ere, ’ave you men got hevery thing you want in ’ere? There’sa 
double nozzle somewhere about the ’ouse that might come in ’andy.” 

But the lone watcher shakes his head. 

“‘T ’ave n’t seen that nozzle in a deal of time, Bill,’ he says, ‘+ Don’t 
bother about it to-night, and I ’ll find it for you in the morning. Now, 
then, are you all right by ’er ’ead? Cast off!” And they rumble out of 
the station and go hunt for the fire. 

I had almost forgotten about the fire. But, oh, yes! the fire is there; 
the fire is there right along; the fire is attending to business — there is 
nothing the matter with the fire. 

I have mentioned that the British fireman wears soldier clothes. Per- 
haps that strikes you strange or curious or interesting. Well, my dear 
innocent fellow-citizen, just sit down to take my next statement, so that 
you won’t have so far to fall. The man — this fireman that I have been 
telling you about — is and must be, by thé rules of the department, a 
sailor, and he must have served his full term in the navy, to be eligible for | 

the London Fire Department. 

This is one of Sir Eyre Shaw’s inventions. Swinging by his pre- 
hensile tail, he one day evolved the theory that a sailor, being a 
man accustomed to high places, being handy at knotting ropes 

and generally fertile in ingenious devices, such as sewing on 

; ) his own buttons with waxed-end, would make a superior sort 

of fireman. Of course you could n’t expect a brain of 

Eyre Shaw’s gelatinous nature to realize the well known 
truths that a good sailor is good for nothing else, and 
that a bad sailor is good for nothing at all. Nor could 
you expect him to reflect that the training which makes 
a man accustomed to high places makes a good brick- 
layer as well as a good sailor, and that there’ are no 
buildings in London higher than the bricklayer has made 
them. But you certainly might have expected, might 
you not, that some one would say to him in a plain, 
simple, common-sense way, ‘¢ Shaw, you ’re an ass!” 

No, no! impossible; too much fog! 
No; if it were not for the fact that London is principally 
made up of small stone and brick buildings, Shaw would long 
ago have roasted it up as black as a pan of overdone coffee-beans. 

Have n’t they had an opportunity to know better? Yes! Shaw 

has been over here. He let his ears down over his eyes, inspected 
our system and said there was nothing in it. This year Captain Hale of
